The East Central Community 

College Players opened their thea¬ 
ter season with a rollicking perfor¬ 
mance of Neil Simon’s contem¬ 
porary comedy, “Barefoot in the 
Park.” 

The East Central production, 
presented as a dinner theater per¬ 
formance, moved with quick pac¬ 
ing and rapid tempo from the first 
lines until the final curtain. 

If the plays of George S. Kauf¬ 
man and Moss Heart dominated 
the boards of community and col¬ 
lege theaters during the 1940s and 
’50s, the works of Neil Simon 
have certainly filled the same 
stages during the last three de¬ 
cades. “Barefoot in the Park” is as 
fresh today as it was in 1967 when 
with three other Simon plays it 
played to sell-out audiences on 
Broadway. 

Lori Rogers as Con Bratter, the 
wife of a young lawyer, moved 
about the stage with just the right 
amount of newly-wed giddiness 
and abandonment that one might 
expect from a girl who chose to 
live in a flat six flights up without 
an elevator. Rogers brought an 
animated and exciting interpreta¬ 
tion to Corii Bratter that is seldom 
seen in college productions of the 


play. 

Craig Slawson, in the role of 
Paul Bratter, played the young la¬ 
wyer who is atttempting to get 
ahead in the world and at the same 
time pay proper attention to his 
wife, with great understanding of 
the role. Slawson appearently 
liked being on the stage and was 
as much at home on the set as he 
would have been in his own living 
room. He played this haried hus¬ 
band in a most convincing way. 

Dianne Douglas in the role of 
Mrs. Banks, Corrie Bratter’s 
mother, was everything the role 
demanded. Douglas, who is not 
without some previous experience 
on the stage, delighted the audi¬ 
ence with her portrayal of this car¬ 
ing but somewhat scatter brain 
mother-in-law. Douglas lights up 
a stage, but at the same time she 
understands the importance of en¬ 
semble acting. 

In the role of Mr. Velasco, a 
man who lives in the attic above 
the Bratter apartment, J.C. Howell 
made the transition from a young 
actor to a man in his 50s with great 
ease. Howell does the role of an 
elderly “letch” with just the right 
amount of sophistication and 
charm. 

David Campbell in the cameo 
role of the Telephone Man gets in 
some delightful bits of pantom¬

ime. Campbell utilizes his tools 
and a telephone cord not as mere 
props but as a real part of his bum¬ 
bling stage personality. His first 
act and last act appearances are 
like book raids for this play. 

In a mere walk, Richard Luke 
makes the audience understand 
what a task is to climb six flights 
of stairs just to deliver some pack¬ 
ages. Luke’s facial expressions are 
excellent. 

As a college theater production. 
East Central’s presentation of 
“Barefoot in the Park” is a fitting 
climax to an evening which in¬ 
cluded a gourmet dinner, and a 
fashion review by the East Central 
Fashion Squad.

College Players opened their thea¬ 
ter season Thursday night, Nov. 

12, with a rib tickling performance 
of Jack Sharkey’s current comedy 
“Here Lies Jeremy Troy.” 

The ECCC production, pre¬ 
sented as a dinner theater perfor¬ 
mance, was fast paced and moved 
smoothly from the first curtain un¬ 
til the final bows. The final perfor¬ 
mance is tonight. 

The play revolves around 
Jeremy Troy, a lawyer who is up 
for a promotion. Jeremy’s old 
school chum, Charlie, enters the 
picture in the first act. Charlie 
makes his living by sponging off 
former classmates, moving con¬ 
stantly from one to another. Char¬ 
lie discovers during the visit that 
Jeremy’s “law degree” is a fraud. 
The remainder of the play is filled 
with standard comic devices such 
as a model who is mistaken for a 
call girl and an unexpected visit by 
Jeremy’s boss at a most inoppor¬ 
tune time. 

Bryan Miley as the young 
“would be” lawyer moved about 
the stage with just the right 
amount of hesitation, pretended 
confidence, and beguiling ways 
that one would expect from some¬ 
one who is involved in a game of 
deception. Miley brought an ani¬ 
mated and entertaining interpreta¬ 
tion to the character of Jeremy 
Troy. He was impressive as he 
moved from the role of the liar to 
lover to bonified lawyer in the 
space of two hours. In the role of 
Katheryn Troy, the wife of 
Jeremy, Stephanie Vance Gomez 
delighted the audience with her 
portrayal of a wife who is both as¬ 
tonished and confused by her hus- 
band’s sudden emotional up¬ 
heaval. Gomez lights up a stage 
and at the same time is a fine en¬ 
semble player. She was delightful

the character in a most convincing 
manner. 

Maria Leach as Tina Winslow 
is well cast. Not a newcomer to the 
East Central stage, she moves 
through this demanding comedic 
role with ease. Her exaggerated 
Southern accent is hilarious, and 
her ability to assume two different 
personalities makes her a gifted 
college actress. 

As the artist friend of Jeremy 
Troy, Diego Velasco in the role of 
Charlie Bickle deserves applause. 
He romps around the stage as an 
eccentric artist and adds delight to 
each scene with references to his 
Bohemian lifestyle. Velasco also 
has the opportunity to do some 
well executed bits of pantomime. 

Doug Pierce in the role of Se¬ 
ven Ivorsen, Jeremy Troy’s boss, 
exhibits a fine understanding of 
comic acting for one so young and 
unexperienced. As the one to 
whom all the mix ups and mis¬ 
understandings of this play are di¬ 
rected, Pierce responds with just 
the right amount of surprise, mis¬ 
understanding and confusion.

Once again six Southern girls 
have gotten together in an 
onstage beauty shop to delight 
an audience with another 
impressive performance of 
Robert Harling’s 
. well-known play 
* “Steel Magno¬ 
lia^.” 

This time, the 
beauty shop is 
set up on the din¬ 
ner theatre stage 
at East Central 
Community Col¬ 
lege in Decatur. 

The play, 
which originally 
opened to enthu¬ 
siastic New York

Harrison and the 
ECCC Players opens their cur¬ 
rent theatre season tonight to a 
sold-out house. 

In the play, where upstaging 
would be a temptation, on one 
actress steals the show. Instead, 
this is an ensemble performance 
of six talented student actors. 

Many Sessums as Truvy 
Jones, the owner of the beauty 
shop, is a delight to watch and 
hear as she cavorts around the 
stage attempting to keep each 
customer happy and satisfied 
with her work. Sessums man¬ 
ages to capture the character of 
a small town beauty shop owner 
in an almost flawless perfor¬ 
mance. 

Nicole Crimm in her highly 
emotional portrayal of M’Lynn 
Eatonton, the quintessential 
Southern mother, was able to 
bring the audience from laugh¬ 
ter to tears and back to laughter 
in a matter of minutes. Crimm, 
in a rather difficult role for one 
so young, maintains the 
strength and dignity of her char¬ 


acter throughout the play. 

As Annelle Dupuy-Desoto, 
Stephanie Hodges is outstand¬ 
ing. Her transformation of char¬ 
acter from scene to scene is just 
as comical as her lines demand. 
Her first act appearance as the 
new girl in town established her 
as the eccentric scatterbrain 
who offers the comic relief for 
this sometimes highly emotional 
play. 

Celetes McKee 
in the role of 
Shelby Eatonton, 
M’Lynn’s daugh¬ 
ter and the 
young heroine of 
the play, offers 
just the right 
amount of sweet¬ 
ness and inno¬ 
cence to make 
her character 
believable. 
Throughout the 
play McKee 
maintains a 
lighthearted atti¬ 
tude in a role 
that could easily 
become a search 
for audience 
sympathy. 
Laughs abound 
when cranky old 
Ouiser appears. 
Sarah Griffin 
turns in a fine 
performance as the cantanker¬ 
ous, but caring, Southern matri¬ 
arch. Every small town has its 
own Ouiser, and Griffin’s inter¬ 
pretation proves that she under¬ 
stands the character completely 
when she says, “I’m not crazy; 
I’ve just been in a bad mood for 
the last 40 years.” 

Miriam Gordon plays Clairec, 
the nosy and somewhat snooty 
widow who finds that she can 
still seek culture and adventure 
late in life. Gordon offers just 
^he right amount of reserve to 
tiie character and gives a well- 
balanced performance. 

All in all, “Steel Magnolias” 
is a hit. It’s a perfect play to 
begin a new theatre season. 
Director Harrison and the six 
actresses as well as the behind- 
the-scenes crew have produced a 
memorable theatre experience. 

If you do not have a heart as 
strong as steel, be sure to carry 
a handkerchief. You will certain¬ 
ly need it for the tears of laugh¬ 
ter and sadness.

The role of Charles was played by 
Shane Sullivan. Sullivan portrayed 
Charles’ character with just the 
right amount of unhinged nerves for 
a man having to live with a ghost. 
His delivery on his snappy comedic 
lines showed that he had developed 
the fine art of timing. Sullivan also 
showed his familiarity of the role 
with his movements on the stage. 

Amy Kittrell played the role of 
Ruth. Kittrell expressed true con¬ 
tempt for the ghost of her husband’s 
first wife with flair and finesse. Her 
confusion with the conversations 
between Charles and the ghost led 
to uproarious laughter from the au¬ 
dience. Although new to the EC 
stage, Kittrell moved about with the 
ease of a veteran. 

The roles of Doctor and Mrs. 
Bradman went to Stacey Davis and 
Windy Burton respectively. Both 
performers seemed comfortable 
with their parts and related quite 
well to each other. The bickerings 
between the characters had a sense 
of dark humor. Both Davis and Bur¬ 
ton were believable in their roles 
and flawless in their delivery. 

Edith, the nervous acting maid 
who also had a sixth sense of the 


supernatural, was portrayed by Kel¬ 
ly Keeton. Keeton’s experience on 
the stage showed with her facial ex¬ 
pressions and movements. She 
always got a laugh from the au¬ 
dience with her actions and was an 
amiable addition to the cast. 

The demanding role of Madame 
Arcati was played by Yancey Mason. 
Mason’s part allowed her the chance 
to roam and dance freely across the 
stage. She played the role of the 
charismatic mystic effortlessly. The 
character of Madame Arcati con¬ 
tributes a great deal of comedy to 
the play, and Mason manages to add 
hilarity to each scene she appeared 
in. 

Gliding across the stage unseen by 
most of the characters was the ghost 
of Elvira. Suzanne Stack played the 
part with zest and conviction. The 
antics of the ghost and the delivery 
of the cutting one-liners received the 
audience’s approval of laughter. 
Stack moved about the stage with 
grace and seemed to throughly 
understand her role. 

The production of “Blithe Spirit” 
was truly a success.

A Neil Simon comedy is 
more or less a guarantee of a 
delightful theater experience. 
When Simon is mentioned, one 
automatically thinks of such 
plays as his semi-autobio- 
graphical trilogy "Brighton 
Beach Memoirs," "Biloxi 
Blues" and "Broadway Bound." 
Although a sophisticated com¬ 
edy with dialogue which Noel 
Coward would have applaud¬ 
ed, "Rumors" is not as finely 
crafted or as originally 
comedic as the trilogy. 

"Rumors" revolves around a 
couple who has invited four 
other couples to their home to 
celebrate a 10th wedding 
anniversary. When the first 
couple arrives, they find the 
hostess gone and the host 
lying upstairs with a superfi¬ 
cial bullet wound. At this 
point, one humorous situation 
after another keeps the play 
moving at a fast pace. 

The first couple attempts to 
hide what they fear is a case 
of infidelity when the second 
couple appears. As each couple 
arrives, the truth is concealed 
by all those who have entered 
the house earlier. This results

__ in all the guests being caught 
in web of rumor and misun¬ 
derstanding. 

An off-stage car crash, a 
therapist who attempts a 
group session by phone, and a 
missing Oriental domestic pro¬ 
vide additional grist for this 
rumor and humor mill. 

Director Judy Carroll has 
assembled a group of ensem¬ 
ble players who, in this 
reviewer's opinion, display 
abilities and an understanding 
of theater that is seldom found 
in community college produc¬ 
tions. 

Both Lisa Harrison in the 
role of Chris Gorman and 
Lucas Harms as her husband 
Ken are outstanding. Harrison 
is the kind of actress directors 
dream about because she has 
a fine understanding of the 
demands of comedy. She not 
only shades her lines for 
comedic effect, but she utilizes 
her body and facial expres¬ 
sions to heighten her every 
line. 

Lucas Harms lights up a 
stage like a neon sign. He is 
very much at home before an 
audience, and his frantic 
attempts to hide the truth 
illustrate his real ability as a 
comic actor. It is apparent 
that Harms enjoys what he is 
doing, and he does it well. 

In the role of Claire Ganz, 
Vicki Adcock convinces the 
audience that she never 
understands all that is hap¬ 
pening and that is exactly 
what the role demands. 
Matthew Howell does a fine 
portrayal of Claire's husband, 
Lenny Granz. Howell has

appeared previously in several 
East Central productions, and 
his theater experience is evi¬ 
dent in his present role in 
"Rumors." 

As soon as Richard 
Edwards makes his first 
entrance in the role of Ernie 
Cusack, it is apparent that he 
has great rapport with the 
audience. In the role of a 
rather nervous and accident 
prone therapist, Edwards 
shpws a real understanding of 
what audiences expect from a 
comic character. 

Emily Bullock, who plays 
opposite Edwards as his wife, 
balances the performance of 
this duo. Bullock supposedly 
suffers from a "bad back," and 
her pretended seizures are 
comedy at its best. 

Lee Rigdon and Aimee 
Chandler are the fourth couple 
associated with the general 
confusion caused by the 
rumors which circulate 
throughout this play. Rigdon 
takes an ordinary man's hand¬ 
kerchief and, by using it as a 
cover for his face (in an 
attempt to conceal his identi¬ 
ty), does more with it than 
most actors could do with a 
stage full of props. Rigdon's 
timing is good and he per¬ 
forms well opposite Chandler. 


Chandler breathes life into 
a rather colorless role. By 
delivering her lines with delib¬ 
erate calm amidst a stage 
filled with confusion, she adds 
some bright moments to her 
role.

A mystery-within-a-mystery. 

If there were a single word to 
describe the East Central Com¬ 
munity College Players’ dinner 
theatre production of “The 
Mousetrap,” what might that 
word be? 

“Captivating,” perhaps? 

No, that’s too easy. Searching 
for the right word to describe 
something can be as difficult as 
searching for the identity of a 
killer, so we must follow the clues 
to see where they lead. 

“The Mousetrap” is a quirky 
but delectable murder mystery 
by the grand dame of British 
murder mystery Agatha Christie. 
From the opening moments when 
a properly basso profundo an¬ 
nounces “And according to Scot¬ 
land Yard, the murder took place 
... until the denouement, 
Christie’s plotting keeps the 
audience busy trying to guess 
who committed the dastardly 
deed(s). 

The actors were well-cast for 
their roles, and their earnestness 
often overcomes the problems 
inherent in very young actors 
playing middle-aged roles. Lisa 
Harrison and Corey Robinson are 
properly strait-laced and middle- 
class as the Ralstons, who have 
decided to make a public board¬ 
ing house out of a large old 
dwelling left to them by a rela¬ 
tive. 

LaRee Lyle is the crotchety 
older woman who is constitution¬ 
ally unable to be happy about — 
or even marginally satisfied with 
— anything. J.B. Ware’s 
demeanor as Major Metcalf is 
marred only by his youthfulness; 
if someday he is a retired pipe¬ 
smoking military man, he 
already has the behavior pat¬ 
terns down pat. 

Emily Bullock is the mysteri¬ 
ous young woman with a chip on 
her shoulder the size of Bucking¬ 
ham Palace. 

Max Lobentovich plays the 
diabolically methodical Det. 
Sergeant Trotter who sets the 
“mousetrap” intended to catch 
the killer before he or she can kill 


again, and Ben Wall performs 
the part of Mr. Paravicini, the 
mysterious foreigner who arrives 
at Monkswell Manor quite by 
accident. 

Last — but not least, judging 
by the audience’s reaction to him 
during the curtain call after the 
play — is Richard Edwards as 
Christopher Wren, the young 
eccentric who looks as if he does 
his hair with the assistance of a 
quart of mousse and a weed- 
whacker. 

As the mystery evolves, a bliz¬ 
zard traps the eight characters in 
the old house, and the telephone 
ceases to operate. 

The second murder occurs at 
the end of Act I, and the discov¬ 
ery of the body after the murder 
most foul elicits a very convinc¬ 
ing scream from Mrs. Ralston — 
a scream that, pardon the pun, 
comes very close to the decibel 
threshold that might be required 
to wake the dead. 

Act II is spent seeking out the 
murder and solving the crime. 

Gathering the suspects into 
the drawing room and re-enact¬ 
ing the crime is a bulwark of the 
murder mystery genre, and an 
important aspect of “The Mouse¬ 
trap.” Once the re-enactment 
begins,the game’s afoot, and it 
appears the murderer is about to 
take the bait... 

And further, proponent saith 
not. The ending of the play will 
not be revealed here. The reveal¬ 
ing of whose neck is figuratively 
snapped when the figurative 
mousetrap is figuratively sprung 
is surprising. 

Taking a shot in the dark at 
guessing the identity of the killer 
is a one-in-eight chance of guess¬ 
ing correctly. 

As is often the case, this 
brings us full circle and back to 
the; original question: If there 
were a single word to describe 
the “The Mousetrap,” what might 
the word be? 

Tasty little treat? After dinner 
mint for the brain? In classic 
British murder mystery fashion, 
the “mystery” solves itself. 

The word we seek to describe 
the ECCC Players’ dinner the¬ 
atre production is “delicious.”
